Mr. Lister suggested that perhaps the government has problems 
about releasing his daughter, fearing that if she leaves the 
country she may broadcast what happened to her and that perhaps 
it would be a more palatable solution if she was released here 
in Uruguay. Ambassador Quadros, when asked what he thought the 
U. S. Government could do, suggested that we might bring up her 
case to the Uruguayan Government; perhaps if she is freed it 
could be an example of humane treatment. 


Mr. Lister explained that the U. S. Government wants good re- 
lations with all countries , but we also give very high priority 
to human rights and we want to help the victims of violations 
of human rights.
